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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 10, of applicant's response, applicant 
argues that Hackson discloses "viewer feedback" which must be feedback from those who have already viewed the content, and thus would 
be based upon the content and not the content descriptors. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In this case, Dudkiewicz, and not Hackson, was disclosed for providing a rating system for rating content based on content descriptions 
prior to broadcasting the content. 

Hackson was then relied upon to disclose transmitting user ratings upstream and transmitting future content based upon the user 
ratings. 

Thus, it is the combination of Dudkiewicz and Hackson meet the claim limitations, as Dudkiewicz provides for rating programming prior 
to transmission and Hackson discloses transmitting rating information upstream to tailor future broadcasts. 

Furthermore, it is noted that applicant's piecemeal interpretation of the references would still meet the language of claim 22. Claim 22 
recites "a user interface that enables a user to rate content pieces so as to indicate a level of desirability for those content pieces if they are 
broadcast by the broadcast system". Thus, Hackson would meet this limitation by himself, as Hackson allows a user to rate a content item 
after it is broadcast. More specifically, if the content item is not yet broadcast, the viewer would not rate it, but if the content item is 
broadcast by the broadcast system, the user interface would enable the user to rate the content item. Thus, even if not properly considered 
in combination with Dudkiewicz, as applicant has done, Hackson still meets the claim limitations. 
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
